CAUSES o THE RECENT RIOTS. 


w. Two Rival Scoleties and How 
They Manage Affairs The 
High-binders’ Faction— 

Stealing a Woman. | 


vp m the County Bastile on the hill 
Mong Ki Lung and Lou Mong, two 


Charge of murder in the second de- 
grees: Out in the Chinese quarter of 
the Evergreen cemetery their victim 
lies buried. Fleeing from justice and 
wanted on a charge of murder is Wong 
Chee, another Chinaman. Charley Ah 
Him, a prominent Mongolian, is in 
San Francisco on trial for bigamy. 
Armed Chinamen patrol the streets 
of Chinatown night and day, only seek- 
ing a pretense to commit murder or 
some lesser crime. Chinese merchants 
and others having much interest in 
any of the various feuds that rage in 
Chinatown, like an dtalian vendetta, 
are afraid to venture out alone after 
dark for fear of bodily injury. For 
the public to understand clearly this 
state of affairs, it is necessary to go 
back some months to get at the real 
cause of all the bloodshed and crime 
in Chinatown, and at the same time 
learn with what cunning these 
heathens use the ‘courts of justice to 
further their own ends. 

For a long time past in this city 
there has existed two rival Chinese 
companies, one the Ah Mow or 
Hatchet Society,-and the other the 
Bing Quong Tong Soviety, an associa- 
tion of desperate bighbinders, ready 
to do any deed of desperate crime to 
accomplish their purpose. Wong Chee, 
now wanted by the authorities on a 
charge of murder, was for a long time 
the leader.of the Bing Quong Tong 
Society. Charley Ah Him, well known 
to.the police and in court circles, was 
the business manager of the Ah Mow 
Society, which, by the way, claims to 


be a purely benevolent association, 
and claim is borne out by the ma- 
jority of the Chinese merchants. 


Some time ago the Bing Quong Tong 
Society complained that several women 
belonging to their company was stolen 
while en route to this city by some 
members of the opposition company 
and they were compelled to pay a 
heavy ransom in order to secure them. 
About six months ago, Sue Yook, the 
wife of Wong Chee, was on the train, 
coming from San Francisco, en route to 
Los Angeles. This fact was learned 
by a party of hghbinders living in 
Bakersfield who resolved to capture the 
celestial Miss Yook and hold her for 
aransom. Sue Yook was a very at- 
tractive little Chinese woman, and was 
su to be especially dear to 
=| Wong Cheé; at any rate a warrant 
ran Miss Sue Look with grand 
rceny was sworn out in the Bakers- 
Hela courts of justice, and Sue Look 
was unceremoniously yanked from the 
train and lodged in jail. Then ile 
benevolent Cu namen appeared u 
ong Chee in Los 
Angeles waited in vain for the coming 
his almon-eyed inamorata. He soon 
ned truth and instantly b 
search for Sue Took, 
wo weeks without avail. It — 
then intimated to Wong Chee that 
$1500 in gold coin would just about 
1 toes Miss Sue Yook, and the 
roken-hearted Wong Chee was about 
to pay over that sum, when word came 
‘that Sue Yook had been found by the 
Kern county officers, hidden in a well, 
‘where she had been mers for fourteen 
days by her captors. arrants were 
‘sworn out for the arrest of her abduct- 
ors, and also a warrant for Charley 
Ah Him, Wong Cnee claiming that in- 
dividual to be the ringleader. It cost 
Wong several hundred dollars to cap- 
ture Charley, who was immediately ac- 
quitted on his preliminary examina- 
tion. The balance of the arrested 
Chinamen escaped with a short term 
of imprisonment. 

The scene of action was now trans- 
ferred to Los Angeles. Charley Ah 
Him was liviug here, and so also wus 
Wong Chee. A deadly hatred existed 
between them. The members of the 
Bing Quong Tong Society were ordered 
tokeep out of the Chinese theater, 
which belonged to Ah Mow. Several 
minor cutting affrays took place, in 
which the Bing Quong Tongs were 
worsted. Finally they planned the as- 
saulton Ah Mow’s forces which re- 
sulted in the recent riot, and the death 
of one Chinaman and the wounding of 
another. Wong Chee, one of the mur- 
derers, escaped, and has been in hiding 
ever since. Mong Ki Lung and Lou 
Mong were captured, red-handed, and 
convicted of murder in the second de- 
gree, It has only been through the 
vigilance of the police that other riots 
have been quelled in Chinatewn and 
other murders prevented from being 
committed. 

During “his ramble in Chinatown, 
while getting these facts, THE ‘TIMES 
man ran across Chan Kin Sing. an in- 
telligent Chinaman, who speaks Eu- 
glish fluently, and is court interpreter 
in Justice Austin’s court. To TE 
TIMES man who related to Chan what 
he had learned, he said: ‘Yes, 


Tong Society is a desperate 
crowd. Tney are causing all this 
trouble in Chinatown, and I, myself, 
can not go out after dark for fear of 
being murdered, as they have threat- 
ened to kill me, and I think they will 
if I ve them the slightest chance.“ 

How. asked the reporter, did you 
incur their enmity?” 

„Well,“ said Chun, “‘you see it was 
in this way. I was subpenaed asa 
witness in the Mon Ki Lung case, and 
as soon as bis company saw my name 
on the rollI was threatened by them 
with bodily harm if 1 testifled. They 
wore very persistent with their threats, 
but I testified just the same. One of 
the defendants, who was acquitted 
just after he left the stand, said to me: 
‘Beware of coming here to testify 
aguinst us.’ This was Wong Gung, 
and I have been constantly followed by 
him and others ever since, especially 
since two of the Chinamen were con- 
victed. Ilive just back of the head- 
quarters of the Bing Quong Tong So- 
clety, with my wife and child, but I 
never leave the house after dark unless 
well protected by my friends, as I am 
sure 1 would be killed. They have 
threatened to kill me for interpreting 
in the courts, because I refuse to inter- 
pret incorrectly or falsely. If they are 
not held in check by the police a great 
deal of blood will be shed here before 
long. I do not belong to any of these 
Chinese companies. I am a member of 
the F. M. C. A., andthe only reason 
the Chinese hate me is because I go in 
court to interpret so as to earn a living 
for myself and family.” 

From other sources it was learned 
that the Chinese claim the police are

if they did not pay. The police patrol 
in Chinatown isa very efficient one, 
but it is an exceedingly difficult thing 
to locate tan games without Chinese 
aid, and the wily heathens, knowing 
this, will only lend their assistance 
when some fan-tan game refuses to be 
bled. Altogether, the troubles in 
Chinatown keep the courts and 3 
department exceedingly busy, 
pecially so when they are Ad to 
carry concealed weapons. 


RICKABAUGH BACK. 


He Has Returned to Answer Ben- 
nett’s Charges.

HOW JUSTICE IS DEFEATED. 


~ The Mode of Procedure all Right, if 
Strictly Carried Out—The Ex- 
geptions the Trouble— 
incompetent,Jurors. 


Whenever it happens that the trial 


_,. Of some important case terminates in a 


totally unexpected verdict, the average 
citizen stops long enough in his pur- 
suit of personal interests to ask him- 
self questions like these: Where can 
the twelve men have been found to 
return such a decision as that?” How 
does it happen that men of such mis- 
taken sympathies or warped judg- 
ment are allowed to get on the list of 
possible jurors?” ‘*Whose fault is it; 
and what must be done to prevent 
such things from happening?“ 

The question of the value ‘of the 
jury system itself does not very often 
come into the discussion. The. fact 
that the institution has flourished in 
Anglo-Saxon countries since the be- 
ginning of law, shows that it is proof 
„ * serious criticism. The ques- 
tions which the average citizen asks 
are with regard tothe jury system as 

acticed in this State—its draw- 

ks and how best they may be cor- 
rected. 

The Code of Civil Procedure of Cali- 
fornia provides that at the end of the. 
year the Judges of the Superior Court 
shall send to the Board of Supervisors 
a statement of the number of jurors 
they are likely to need during the en- 
suing year. Then at its first meeting 
in January the Board proceeds to make 
a list, from which the men to try cases, 
both civil and criminal, inthe Supe- 
rior Court throughout the year must. 

selected. They also select a list 
om which Grand Jurors are to be ta- 
en, 

The theory on which this list is con- 
structed is that every section of the 
county is to be represented in propor- 
tion to its population. Each one of the 
five Supervisors is allotted a certain 
number of names, and he will present 
them in tabulated form, with the local- 
ity which they represent written above 
each group of names. The list for the 
county will contain from 300 to 500 
names, or an average of some eighty 
to each Supervisor. 1 

Now, with regard to the kind of men 

_ that it is expected the Supervisors will 
select: The Code provides, first, that 

they shall be “suitable and competent.” 
Later it becomes more explicit, and the 
statement is found that they must have 
been entered on the last preceding as- 
sessment roll, must be citizens of the 
United States, residents of the State 
one year or longer and of the county 
three months or more. It further pro- 
vides that they must be in possession 
of their natutal faculties,” “of fair 
character, approved integrity and of 
sound judgment.“ 

All this sounds like the description 
of a very superior cpt of jurymen. If 

the requirements of the Code should 
always be fulfilled in these particulars 
there would be no question that the 
verdicts rendered by the courts would 
be as nearly correct as the general un- 

certainty of human affairs would per- 


men for the pay list do not invariably 
get those that are suitable and com- 
petent.“ A Supervisor is but a man, 
and when one of his constituents 

- whom be. knows to be .respectable and 
decently honest asks to be put on the 
list he is very likely to enroll the 

name. The solid men of his district 
as a rule are unwilling to serve. They 
have business interests that must be 
attended to, and when they learn that 
they are likely to be called they plead 
with, the Supervisor and beg to be 
omitted. In their places come forward 
men, who, while they are not quite pro- 
fessional jurors, are something on that 
order. They are unthrifts, with little 
at stake in the way of property inter- 
ests. They may be honest and of fair 
reputation, but they are not as a rule 
likely to be of sound judgment. 

The most that a man cangarn ina 
‘whole month’s jury service\is about 
$75. He receives $2 per diem and 20 
cents a mile for mileage. On an aver- 
age a juryman will make about $45 a 
month in the time that he is in steady 
service on a term trial jury. It need 
not be explained that a man who is 
willing and anxious to leave his busi-. 

ness to earn such a sum as that cau- 
not have very much business to leave. 

Morever it is evident enough that a 
man who will deliberately try to get into 

Jury service, understanding, as he 
must, the nature of the duty, cannot 
be afflicted with very severe scruples. 

It therefore follows that these men 
who ask to be put on tbe list should be 
vigorously excluded. 

After the list is prepared and a copy 
filed with the County Clerk, the names 
are written on slips of paper and 
placed in a box. The Judge orders the 
clerk to draw out of the box enough 
names for thé term trial jury. There

| PHE EAST SIDE, 


Dissatisfied With the Street Car Ser- 
vice—The Public Schools. 


Parties living at the terminus of the 
cable road and its branches on the 
East Side are somewhat indignant 
over the transfer rule the company 
has adopted, viz: Transfers are given 
upon any continuous line of road or its 
branches. A person can ride from 
Prichard street to the terminus of the 


cable at Boyle Heights or to the end of 


the Seventh-street line, or to Jefferson 
street, or out the Washington-street 
line for a nickel, while it will cost ten 
cents to ride from Prichard street to 
Grandin ‘street, to the end of the car 
line on Pasadena avenue, a distance of 
about two miles on the company’s own 
road. They can see no reason for the 
discrepancy made and think the rule 
an unjust one. When tke franchise 
was granted on Pasadena avenue it 
was understood that car every 15 
minutes was to be run over the road 
from 6 a. m. to 10 p. m., which accom- 
modaced the people very well, and this 


service was continued on that time un- 


til the consolidation of ‘thé companies 
and a monopoly was formed. Then 
the service was changed to a half hour 
service and from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. only, 
running a sufficient number of cars to 
hold their franchise, which works a 
great hardship on the traveling com- 
munity. People have become some- 
what disgusted with the accommoda- 
tions and are now furnishing their own 
conveyances and letting the company 
go without their fare, an d will continue 
to do so until the company feels that 


the citizens have rights that should be 5 


respected.

THE DIFFICULTY. 
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ORIGIN OF 


Statistics of Former Strikes—cr- 
forts at Compromise—A False 
Deduction Drawn from 
Pregnant Facts. 


(F.C. Vassault, in Overland Monthly for Au. 
gust] 


While the strike has become ‘the |. 


most important feature ot the struggle 
dot ween labor and capital in this coun- 
try. it had not acquired any prominence 
in California prior to the present 


important struggle between the 
iron molders and the foundrymen 
in San Francisco. Strikes: we 


have had here, some of them 
involving @ considerable number of 
laborers, some continuing for a long 
time, but none having the importance 
of the present trouble. Among the 
larger strikes was the strike of em- 
ployés in iron works in 1885, against a 
reduction of wages, involving ‘1152 
laborers. An account of this strike was 
given in the Overland Monthly, vol: vi, 
p. 35. It lasted only ten days and was 
successful. The strikes on street cars 
in 1886 involved 508 strikers, and 
lasted 4, 144 and 122 days respectively. 
The first, declared to establish the 
right to belong to labor organizations, 
was unsuccessful; the other two, for in- 
crease of wages and reduction of hours, 
were unsuccessful. Readers will re- 
me mber the unsuccessful attempts to 
establish om nibus lines in opposition to 
the car companies, with the failure of 
which the strikes died out in April 
and May, 1887. But apart from these, 
there kave been no important strikes 
in California in the past. at 

A table published by the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics in 
1887, places the number of strikes oc- 
curring in this State prior to that date 
at 107. Thesestrikes involved 8203 la- 
borers, and had an aggregate duration 
of 1058 days. Of these, 77 were sucesss- 
ful, 29 unsuccessful and one partly Bo. 
The loss to employés was $324,629, that 
of the employers, $311,098. Only 49 of 
these strikes are classified according to 
causes and results, and from these we 


obtain the following tables: ver

he oldest unions in this State date 
from 1853, 1865 and 1868 respectively, 
and these unions are not among the 
strongest, having memberships of 10, 
165 and 300. 

Comparing these figures with those 
for the whole country, these facts ap- 
pear more prominently. During the 
last four years and a half there have. 
been an average of over 600 strikes in 
the United States each year, with an 
average of 154,650 strikers, or about 
258 to each strike. Reduced to per- 
centages of the respective populations, 
this indicates that in California strikes 
have been a little less than one-fifth 
as numerous as in the whole country, 
while the average number of strikers 
to each strike has been about one-third 
the average for the whole country. 


Following the analysis of these fig- 


ures a step further, we find the follow- 
ing results:

The number of strikers in.1889 was 
210,000; during the first six months of 
this year, 176,192. As strikes are gen- 
erally more numerous during the early 
part of the year, the average for the 
whole of 1890 will probably be not much: 
above that of the two previous years. 
From this it appears that the number 
of strikers throughout the country 
is growing less. It also appears 
that the percentage of successful 
strikes is growing greater, and 
that success has been gained in 
those strikes involving the larger 
number of strikers, as shown by the in- 
creased percentage of successful 
strikers. This means that strikes 
have been entered upon with more 
caution than was formerly the case, 
The same story is told by the statis- 
tics showing the causes of strikes:

AN IMPORTANT LAND DECISION. 


A decision of much interest, affecting 
a large tract of California land, has 
just been rendered in Tulare county. 

Those who have lived in the State for 
13 years or more, will remember that 


much indignation was caused in 1877 


by the entering of large tracts iu Tu- 
lare county by Thomas A. Chapman, 
under the desert land act, Much of 
this desert“ land was covered knee 
deep with water. It was afterwards 
acquired by Haggin and Carr, and 
their efforts to drive squatters from 
| these lands caused riot and bloodshed 
in 1881. 

The case in question turned upon the 
claim of asettler who, about a year 
ago, filed a homestead claim on a quar- 
ter section of this hand. When he 
came to perfect his claim J. B. Hag- 
gins protested against the entry of. the 
land by this man, Doherty by name, 
and the case was heard by Register 
Wright and Receiver Freeman of Tu- 
lare, who have filed their opinion, 
awarding the land to Doherty. 

The decision has aroused much en- 
thusiasm in Tulare county, as the tying 
up of the large tract of land in ques- 
tion has blocked the progress of that 
part of the State for thirteen years. 
Nothing was done by the original 
claimants to irrigate or improve the 
land, and in 1889 Mr. Doherty, after 
entering a homesteyd claim under 
agreement with the ori ginal filer, built 
a house and barn, fenced the land, 
dug an irrigat ing ditch, and put his 
land under cultivation. As soon as 


he began to make improvem ents Hag- 


| gin and Carr threw obstae les in his 
way. Whatsteps they ‘took in this

To bring water to his land it was neces- 
gary to dig a ditch along the public highway 
for about 200 yards. No sooner had he be-

The census figures for the entire 
country have been much questioned by 


the press. The San Francisco. Call 


claims that, if the figures given were 
accurate, the death rate in the country 
must exceed the birth rate. Mr, Por- 
ter’s bureau now concedes that the. 
total population of the country is 
64,000,000. It is probably more than 
that, but we shall have to accept this 
number as reliable until another count 
is made. 

The calculators are already busy 
with predictions, based upon the census 
returns. The New York Sun reckons 
that, by the year 1950, the population 
of the United States will be 224,000,000, 
and that of the United Kingdom 
68,000,000, thus making this country 
the predominating Anglo-Saxon power 


of the world, as it 1s, indeed, today, in- 


a less degree. Some people express 
a doubt that we shall ever see 
as many as _ 250,000,000 people 
gathered together under one govern- 
ment. They maintain that, long be- 
fore then, the crowded condition of the 
country will have chec ked the natural 
increase, through the difficulty of feed- 
ing such vast masses of people, thus 
forcing emigration, and that, unless 
our experience is to be utterly excep- 
tional, it will be impossible, to retain 
such immense numbers of people, with 
conflicting opinions and varied views, 
in one nationality. As to the 
latter objection, there may be some 
ground for it, but the former is a myth. 
California alone, if populated as 
densely as Belgium, would contain 
nearly 90,000,000 people, of more than 
a third of the total referred to. The 
United States could easily support 
250,000,000 people, or even twice as 
many, were the land worked up to any- 
thing like its full capacity.

IRON MOLDERS’ STRIKE. 


reported at headquarters. The 


founders have brought men from the 
Eust in large and small parties, have 
used every means tosmuggle them into 
the city without the knowledge of the 
union pickets, and have tried in every 
way to prevent the strikers having any 
communication with them after they 
arrived here. The foundries have 


worked with closed doors, and in some 
Cases the men have been lodged and 


boarded inside the buildings, while in 
others they have been escorted to and 
from their work. : 

The strikers have claimed that their 
only desire has been to talk to these 


ing the founders in their fight with 
the moulders. The founders, on the 
claim that their de- 
sire is to protect. the imported 
men from violence. Probably both 
sides are serious in their claims, but 
the course that has been pursued is the 
wisest one. The strikers feel that 
these men have deprived them of their 
opportunity to gain a living, and it. 
would be natural that a failure to win 
the imported men over by argument 
would lead them to acts. of violence. 

The non-union men have not been 
free from attack, as it is. During the 
‘earlier days of the strike quite a num- 
ber of them were assaulted on the 
street, until it became necessary to ob- 
tain permits for them to carry pistols 
for their protection. The  strikprs 
claim that these assaults have been cOm- 
mitted by persons outside of the 
union. They say that they cannot 
control the actions of their sympathiz- 
ers, and are therefore not responsible 
for what they do. 

In the majority of cases this is per- 
haps true, but in some cases the 
strikers have been recognized as 


the assailants. The truth proba- 
bly is, that the leaders of the 
strike have used every endeavor 


in their power to prevent violence. 
They are fully capable of seeing how 
such acts will discredit their cause, 
and are wise enough to try to avoid 
them. But the control of a large body 
of men, not accustomed to perfect self- 
control, and fighting for the rights of 
which they consider themselves de- 
prived, is by no means an easy matter. 
The necessities of the case have com- 
pelled the leaders to keep alive the 
sense of irritation, and this has not 
served to render acts of violence im- 
probable. 

While all this is true, it is equally 
true that the present strike has been 
marked by the stight amount of vio- 
lence that it has engendered. There 
have been but two cases of loss of life 
resulting from the existing strained 
relations, and they resulted in less 
bitterness of feeling than might have 
been expected. The first unfortunate 
affair is now being investigated in the 


ment at the present time, beyond a 

reference to the Influence of prejudice 

and sympathy, as shown by the wide 

variance of the testimony of different 

witnesses. The second occurred on a 

street car while au apprentice named 

Rideout wason his way home from 

work. The aggressor in the difficulty 

seems to have been the man who was 

killed, and this is the only case where 

the aggressor has been actually proved 

to have been one of the strikers. The 
absence of violence Has. of course, re- 
sulted from the fact that while the 

strikers have béen out of employment 

all this time, they have been receiving 
their necessities have been provided 
for. Had this not been the case, the 
exasperation aud consequent violence 
would undoubtedly have been ineal- 
culable. 

During the continuance of the strike 
there has been one effort to effect a 
compromise. The union sent the fol- 
lowing communication to the associa- 
tion at the end of the fitteenth 
the strike: 

SAN FRANCISCO; June 14, 1890. 

To the Engineers’ and Iron Founders’ 
Association of San Francisco—GENTLE- 
MEN: At a meeting of this union 
held last evening, the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were unani- 


mously adopted : 


WHEREAS, we have within the past 
twenty-four hours received positive 
and reliable information that the con- 
tracts for naval work will not be given 
by the Government to firms where the 
work of construction is likely to be 
delayed from any cause whatever, and 
whereas, the pretext of labor troubles 


in San Francisco is likely to be used as 


an excuse by Secretary of Navy Tracy 
to award contracts for $3,000,000 worth 
of work to Eastern firms, which other- 
wise would be performed in this city ; 
therefore be it 
Resolved, that our Executive Com- 
mittee be iustructed to meet witha 
committee from the Engineers’ and 
Iron Founders’ Association, if they so 
desire, with a view tothe adjustment 
of the present strike; and be it further 
Resolved, that a copy of these reso- 
lutions be sent to the Secretary of the 
Engineers and Iron Founders’ Associ- 
ation, requesting that he send us a 
reply as soon as possible, stating 
whether the association is willing to 
meet with us or not.

These terms were not proposed 
the association, however,, and 
they been they would probably not 
have been accepted. The rumor about 
Secretary Tracy’s refusal to 
the contract for the cruisers 
on aceount of the strike had 
been exploded by a telegram from the 
Secretary himself, and the association 
was prepared to stand firmly to its po- 
sition of refusing to recognize the 
union. Since this time the situation 
has remained practically unchanged. 
The founders have continued ‘to im- 
port men from the Eastern States, and 
the strikers have continued to try te 
win them over. In some cases the 
have been successful in this; and in all 
they claim to have won over about one 
hundred of the Eastern men and sent 
them back home. In spite of this the 
founders have undoubtedly been gain- 
ing ground slowly, and now have prob- 
ably about one-half as many men at 
work as they had before the strike, 
This certainly crippies them, and they 
are further hampered by the necessit 
of conducting their business in suc 
manner as-te-be prepared for any moy 
on the part of the strikers. N 

Having completed the narrative 
of the facts of this long 
strike, we may indulge in a 
few considerations of the cause, re- 
sults, and probable outcome of the 
struggle. As to the cause of the 
strike, the first trouble came from the 
demand of the union that the foremen 
should become members of the union. 
The contention of the union in this 
regard, as expressed by one of the 
etrikers in conversation with me. is 
that the foreman is interested in mak- 
ing as good a financial showing as pos- 
sible, in order to satisfy his employers. 
‘He therefore gets all he can out of the 
men, without reference to their rights 
or interests, and also fails to act in the 
best interests of the apprentices. The 
union probably thought it could reg- 
ulate such matters better with the con- 
trol over the foreman that would be 

ained by having him as a member. 
Besides this, there was the effort that 
all unions make to force all laborers in 
their trade into membership. This is 
justified on the grounds of self- 
defense. The strength of the union 
depends upon its control of all or 
nearly ail the laborers in its branch of 
industry, and as it is making the fight 
for the benefit of all, it sees no injust- 
ice in compelling all to take part, 

This is a position, however, which 
all trades unions will, in time, find it 
necessary to abandon. Laborers may 
find it to their interest in the end to 
join the unions, and it they do itis 


person should be couipelled or coerced 
into joining. If he desires, for any 


reason, to remain a non-uuion man he 


has a perfect right to do so. Unionists 
may suy that they use no coercion; 
they simply refuse to permit the non- 
union man to work with them. But 
do they not see that this is the same 
position as that of the employors, who 
say that they do not fight against the 
unions; they simply refuse to have 
union men work for them, or to have 
unions dictate to them? ‘The naions 


will probably not direetly recede from 


this position; but asa trade organiza- 
tion becomes prefected, the necessity 
for enforcement will become less. 

The proposed reduction of wages by 
the foundries may have been right and 
it may not. The true measufe- t 
7 85 is the produetiveness of labor, 
and if this becomes less, wages may be 
legitimately decreased. It was simply a 
question of fact Whether the position 
of the founders was just. The posi- 
tion of the strikers on this point was 
-unreasonable, or, rather, unreasoning. | 
To object to a reduction of wages, 
whether or not the necessity for a re- 
duction exists, isan untenable position. 
Yetastrike against a reduction of 
wages may be a justifiable oue, as may 
a strike for an increase of wages. Had 
the union met the proposition of the 
association to reduce wages by a re- 
quest for a conference that the neces- 
sity for such a reduction might be in- 
vestigated, their position would have 
been reasonable, and a refusal on the 
part of the association would have put 
it in the wropg. 

It is tor this reason that the subse- 
quent determination of the association 
to refuse longer to treat with the union 
was unwise. Trade unions are now a 
permanent feature of the industrial 
organism, and have changed materiall 
the relations of labor and capital. 
They stand as the champions of the 
rights of labor. And it is the right of 
the laborer to reeeive what his labor 
produces. It is furthor his right not 
to be led into demanding more than is 
justly due him, and the trades unions 
not infrequently fail to protect him in 
his right. They should stand not 
merely as his champions against the 
aggressions of capital, but also against 
his own unwise and unreasoning ac- 
tions. 

The contention in regard to appren- 
tices was one of the secondary ques- 
tious in this strike, but it bas been a 
cause of dispute between all trades 
unions and- all employers. The rule 
of the Iron Molders’ Union was to 
allow one apprentice to each shop, 
and one additional to every eight 
men. The association demanded, 
in its communication of, Feb- 
ruary 2ist, that the molders should 
endeavor, at the next convention of 
iron molders to secure a larger num- 
ber of apprentices for the shops. The 
appreutices are to serve for four years, 
aud after that the union has permitted 
their employment in the shops for six 
months at reduced wages; thereafter 
they are to receive the minimum wages 
ot molders—$3.50 a day. The ussocia- 
tion asked that the period of reduced 
wages bo extended to one year, 

The pesition of trades organizations 
in regard to apprentiess has been eriti-. 
cised more seyerely than any other. 
They are accused of denying to Ameri- 
can youths the opportunity to learn a 
trade, while they welcome foreign 
laborers with open arms. 
Oue of the striking molders, with 
whom I conversed on this subject, 
and whose understanding of the labor 
situation would have put to the blush 
many a man whose opportunities 
for study have been far better, de- 
fended the Molders’ Union in 
this particular. His claim was 
that, iu regard to foreigners, they were 
compelled to accept them. If there is 
nothing against a man’s moral charac- 
ter the union will take him in. and if 
he is ennployed in a shop where they 
are at work, the rules of the union re- 
quire them to take him in or leave the 
shop. 


that the absence of any appreutice law 
in this State enabled the founders to 
take in boys without any agreement, 
and to keep them as long or as short a 
time us they please within the four 
years’ limit. During the time they are 
in the shop they ate under the direc- 
tion of the foreman, who Das no inter- 
est is their welfare, and whose interest 
is solely to make the best possible

he stay so long, the apprentice is no 
more capable to do a molder’s work, 
than he .was when he came in, 
oe of the many molders in the 
shops before the strike had been ap- 
prentices, and the employment of for- 
eigners was necessary, \ 
no opportun nvestigating. 
The interest of the foreman is natu- 
rally to that of the apprentice; 
but if the object of the unions is to 
improve the position of apprentices the 
result would be accomplished moro 
effectually by insisting upon their being 
taken only under a contract that would 
secure them the proper advancement, 
rather than by limiting their number. 
I waa informed that thé unions had 
attempted this and failed, but it sureiy 
presents no greater difficulty than their 
present position. The desire to limit 
the amountof work done by this poorly 
paid class of labor seems a more plau- 
sible explanation of the union’s posi- 
tion. And this is undoubtedly supple- 
mented, to a certain extent, by a desire 
to limit the supply of skilled labor. 
The last biennial report of the 
Labor Commissioner of this State 
gives the conditions under which ap- 
rentices are received in the Union 
ron Works, and if these conditions 
are carried out, they present the o 
portunity for a boy to learn the trade 
well. It is perhaps unnecessary to 
warn the reader ageingt u confusion of 
Vorks, one of the 
foundries in the association, and 
known in connection with the building 
of tbe Charleston“ and San Frau- 
cisco.“ with the Iron Molders’ Union 
but the similarity of names might lead 
to some misconception. 
The apprentice problem is one that 
has become complicated, however, by 
the changes that have taken place in 
the modern industrial organism, and 
the salvation of the-American yauth 
now lies in the development of the 
technical school. _ Thorough education 
in any branch of trade is perhaps im- 
practicable in such a school, but 
a more scientific foundation can 
be laid there than elsewhere, 
and upon such a foundation a 


thorough knowledge of the trade can 


be built in acomparatively short time. 
As to what the result of the present 
strike will be, any statement can be at 
best but guesswork. ‘The struggle still 
continues without any sign of abate- 
ment on either side. Tbe association 
is possessed of almost unlimited cap- 
ital, and is prepared to spend a 
part of it in continuing the fight. The 
claim of the union, that the money 
being spent by the founders in bring- 
ing men from the East, and in paying 
for their protection, is proof that the 
necessity for a reduction of wages did 
not exist, is wrong. The money being 
expended now is an investment, to es- 
tablish their right to conduct their 
business without interference or dicta- 
tion from the union. It is not properly 
chargeable to running expenses, but to 
an investment, the return for which 
will come in the future. : 
Whether this investment is wise or | 
not, is another question. I think that it 
is not. The association may defeat the 
uuion in the struggle. The indications, 
in my opinion, point that way, for they 
have passed the critical period, They 
have established their ability to get 
along without the members of this 
union, and have been slowly but surely 
gaining ground. Itis merely a ques- 
tion of time when they will be able to 
gain enough men, and work their foun- 
dries to their full capacity again. 


| They have shown their willingness to 


spend the necessary amount of money, 
and their means are certainly ample. 
In time, the strikers will have been ab- 
gor bid into other foundriesor into other 
occupations, for the importation of 
Eastern men will have left the market 
overstocked in the iron ‘trade. The 
siege will thea be raised, and the 
strike will die out. 

Why, then, is the investment of the 
association an unwise one? Because 
they have simply defeated one union. 
Unionism will still remain, and 
will still have to dealt 
with, Labor organization is 
here to stay, and the founders 
cannot avoid a recognition of this fact. 
The defeat of one union merely pro- 
longs the struggle, for there will be 
another to deal with before many years 
have passed. The struggle can only 
be ended by an acceptance of the situ- 
ation, and wisdom dictates an effort to 
employ the new force to the benefit of 
mankind. 

In the same sense the expenditures 
of the union in support of the strike are 
an investment, and here too the ques- 
tion of the wisdom of the investment 
arises, The Iron Molders’ Union in 
this ‘city—No, 164, as it is called—is 
one of the richest of the trades organ- 
izations. It has received very material 
support from other trades organiza- 
tions in the city and throughout the 
country. In May last the Executive 
Committee announced that over $20,000 


had already been expended in the. 


strike. “Since that time the expenses 
have probably been not much less than 
that amount. Outside of these actual 
expenditures has been the loss of wages 
to the individual molders, amounting to 
over $20,000. Here, then, is a loss of 
£60,000, amounting to enough to pay 
the difference between the old wages 
and the proposed reduced wages to 
the whole body of the strikers for a 


period of two and one-third years. Has | 


this expenditure, when coupled with 
the loss of occupation and the neces- 
sity for some of the men to learn a 
new occupation, been justified? 

The question really narrows down. 
or broadens out, to the question: Isa 
strike ever really justifiable? The loss 
to employés in this State from strike 
has amounted to over $350,000. In 
the whole country the loss on strikes 
amounted in 1888 to $11,343,700; in 
1887 to 815.380.881. Here is a loss of 
over $26,500,000 in two years from 
strikes, and of this over $20,000,000 was 
lost in unsuccessful strikes. The loss 
to the community from these strikes 
has been fully twice that amount, and 
from this loss the strikers again suffer
